REPORT 


_ SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


- District No. I. Miss Ellen H. Gowing taught the summer term, 
which was pleasant and profitable to all concerned. Two pupils are 
reported as neither absent or tardy, during the term. This exam- 
ple merits emulation. This was Miss Gowing’s first experience. 

* The winter term, by Mr. John Frost, was not so successful as the 
commencement promised. ‘“ This school,” as the teacher remarks 
‘in his report; “‘ is an object of interest to parents and citizens,”’ and 
‘the teacher seems to have put forth the most conscientious and un- 
tiring efforts. Still, there appeared at the closing examination, a 
Jack ot promptness yery unusual in this district. ‘The frequency 
of absent and tardy marks must account for this, in part. N. B.— 
A fact for parents to consider. This was Mr. Frost’s first experi- 
ence in teaching. 

The school is reported well furnished with text books, one large 
map and seventeen feet of blackboard. No. of visitors in summer 
17, in winter 39. 

District No. IT. Summer term by Miss Myra E. Shattuck, was 
moderately successful, though without that special interest which 
has usually attended her efforts. ‘Tle school closed a week earlier 
than was expected, which left little or no time.for reviews. The 
register shows one pupil without either absent or tardy marks. 

Winter term, by Mr. Josiah Fletcher, deserves to rank first for 
the past year, in town. “Ihere is a good degree of talent in the 
school, and the past term seems to have brought about results wor- 
thy of it. ‘The closing examination, though entirely without prepar- 
ation, indicated a decided improvement in habits of study, moral 
-deportment, and rank in scholarship. The teacher possessed through 
the school the hearty co-operation of the parents, and the entire good 
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will of the pupils, in token of which they presented him with a hand- 
somely bound copy of the Scriptures. Not one case of corporeal 
punishment occurred during the term. 

The register reports the ‘school well furnished with text books, 
Harper’s library of 32 volumes, Monk’s large map, and 12 feet of 
blackboard. No. of visitors in summer 28, in winter 47. 


District No. III. Miss Susan M. Morrison, teacher. This was 
Miss Morrison’s first school, and her scholars gave evidence of in- 
dustry on her part, and Studious attention on ‘theirs. The deport- 
ment was good, andthe interest as much as is usual in a small school. 

The winter term, by Mr. Luther D. Shepard, was characterized 
by a‘“‘wide awake”’ spirit of improvement, such as we need to make 
eur common schools what they should be. The closing examina- 
tion, pleased, by its spirited and cheerful attention, and_ bore the 
test of a close questioning, with honor to their own industry and 
their teacher’s faithfulness. This school numbers among its mem- 
bers, the most thorough scholars in town. At the close of the after- 
noon exercises, one of the young ladies, in behalf of the school, pre- 
sented the teacher with a handsome copy of ‘*Eddy’s Young Man’s 
Friend,” asa testimonial of their united esteem and good will. Mr. 
Samuel Walker gave the district one week of schoal, and Messrs. 
Gage and Morrison another. 

The register shows good deportment &c., and two scholars neith- 
er absent nor tardy. The school is well furnished with text books, 
and has a library of 20 volumes, Monk's map of the United States, 
and 10 feet of blackboard. No. visitors in summer 23, winter 52, 


District No. IV. The summer term was under the tuition of 
Miss Letitia Campbell, of Nashua. The duties of the school-room 
were performed in a faithful and persevering manner, and consid- 
ering the number and age of the pupils, the order was fair and the 
progress commendable. 

The winter term was taught by Mr. Hiram Woods, who is too 
well and widely known to require much comment. His method of 
government has been concise and successful ; as a disciplinarian he 
has excelled. His closing examination displayed a thorough and 
successful drilling inthe various branches taught. The parents ex- 
press much satisfaction with the result of his lahoee and manifest a 
warm interest in the welfare of the school. They may well take 
enurage, for their school has improved fifty per cent. in the last two 
vears, “and is still progressing. ‘The teacher has stated some facts 
in regard to the yonng men who absented themselves at the close, 
which it might not be amiss for parents toexamine. No. of visitors 
in summer 18, winter 120. 

The school is reported without a good pe! of text-books ; 115 
feet of blackboard. 


District No. V. Summer term, taught by Miss M. A. Buttrick, 
was completed with her usual success. Having tavght in this dis- 
trict one term previous to this, the fact of her being employed again 
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will be regarded as an evidence of her capability. The order was 
good and the improvement very fair. 

Winter term, by Mr. James T. Jones, for lack of experience, was 
not so prosperous as could have been desired, although he probably 
put forth as much effort as many who with more tact and experience 
would, to keep a first class school. 

The register reports one scholar neither absent or tardy through 
the term, also that the school is well supplied with text books, a li- 
brary of 20 volumes, one large map, and 8 {eet of blackboard. No. 
visitors in summer 32, winter 30. 


District No. VI. Summer term, MissS. Maria Thomas. This 

was Miss Thomas’s first experience at teaching the young idea, &c. 
Her method of instruction was marked by considerable originality, 
and her scholars gave evidence of faithful and efficient work hav- 
ing been done, and wholesome discipline. ‘The school is ever an ob- 
ject of peculiar interest to the good people of the district, a fact like- 
ly to encourage teachers in their efforts. The register mentions 
two scholars neither absent nor tardy. 
_ The winter term was entrusted to the care of Miss S. L. Marsh, 
and the fact that no cases of insubordination were reported to the 
committee, is a proof of good moral feeling on the part of the lar- 
ger pupils. The closing examination was pleasant and agreeable, 
from the manifest improvement which had been made, and the gen- 
eral good order of the whole, all the better because as the teacher 
aptly remarked, * it had not been whitewashed for the occasion.” 


The scholars, rumor says, offered their friends a spicy entertain- 
ment of intellectual good things on the evening of the next day.— 
The register indicates a good supply of text books, and one large 
map of the United States. No. visitors in summer term, 53; win- 
ter term, 63. ‘ 


District No. VII. Summer term by Miss L. F. Marden, was 
very pleasant and profitable, and evinced a good degree of improve- 
ment in return for the persevering labors of the teacher. 

Winter term by Miss L. F. Marden. From some oversight the 
superintending committee received no indication of the opening or 
close of the school. Such being the case, no report can be offered. 
The register shows the school well furnished with text-books, but 
without maps, black-boards, &c. No. visitors in summer, 40 ; win- 
ter, 9. 


- District No. VIII. ‘This school has been taught summer and 
winter by Miss Lucinda P. Clement. ‘The number of scholars as 
will be seen by the table, was small, but the interest was worthy of 
a larger school. The closing examination displayed a promptness 
of recitation and thoroughness of training but rarely seen. Miss 
Clement has had considerable experienee in teaching, and her faith- 
ful labors the past year deserve commendation. The questions with 
regard to text-books, maps, &c., are not answered in the register.— 
No. of visits in summer, 15, winter, 44. 
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District No. IX. | Miss. Elizabeth Morrison, teacher. . Miss 
Morrison’s whole’energy seemed to be employed in the school room, 
and with good success, for this somewhat backward school made 
most decided improvement under her faithful handling. One schol- 
ar neither absent or tardy during the term. 

The winter term was disturbed by a couple of unruly boys, who, 
after several reproofs, were expelled from school as the only means 
of preserving good order. We feel that parental discipline was 
somewhat at fault in this case, and hope that it may set parents to 
thinking. The school is reported well furnished with text books, 
a map of the United States, and “as many feet of blackboard as. the 
district think they can afford.” No. visitors in summer, 50; win- 
eb pomied £ aeikt ess 


_. District, No. X. Summer term taught by Miss M. J. An- 
drews. Miss Andrews, in this first effort in teaching, has labored with 
a persevering energy worthy of a more experienced teacher, and 
was successful toa good degree. People in the district evince a 
warm interest in the school as usual, i santas nde 
‘Winter term by Mr. E, F. Johnson. This is Mr. Johnson’s first 
‘school, and was as agreeable as is common with young teachers.— 
His literary qualifications are ample for the scoool. He has labor- 
ed diligently ina good cause, as his school showed at the close.— 
The questions with regard to maps, &c., are not answered in the 
register. No. visits in summer, 72; winter, none reported. )

In closing our report, we would congratulate the friends of edu- 
cation on the improvement of the past year. Many conservative 
notions have been displaced by those more liberal in their tenden- 
cy, and the time, we trust, is not far distant, when children between 
ten and fifteen years of age will not be removed from school, (as 
has been the case in No. 4, for two consecutive terms,) simply be- 
cause the teacher insisted upon their studying something besides 
reading and spelling. In our town schools the past winter have 
been scholars whose progress and attainments in reading, mathe- 
matics, grammar, &c., would not lose by comparison with any of 
the same age in the State. 

_, A-word to Prudential Committees. More is depending upon 
them, in regard to teachers, than any one else. Be sure that the 
teacher you propose hiring, has some original ideas—something 
drawn from his own mind—and not exclusively the thought of an- 
other, Lasily, though noé leastly, (for the love of money is the 
root of all evil,) offer such compensation as will enable you to se- 
cure the services of a good teacher, for the contrary course is bad 
economy.
